(30) fish, fresh, not imported in cold storage ; 

(81) fruits, not preserved, and not enumerated in the First Schedule ; 

(32) ice; 

(88) such plant, machinery, tools, implements, materials, equipment and apparatus required for use 
in the cultivation, canning, and preparation forthe market of pineapples, as may be approved 
by the Governor in Council from time to time: Provided that the provisions of this sub-item 
shall apply only to goods of British manufacture or production imported by any person, or 
company, or corporate body, approved of from time to time by the Governor in Council ; 

(84) aircraft, parts thereof, tools therefor, and aviation spirit for use in aircraft ; 

(85) all instruments, apparatus and materials imported by the West India and Panama Tele- 
graph Company, Limited, which are necessary for the repair, extension and maintenance of the 
wireless telegraph station. 

(36) barbed wire; 

(87) cattle foods of high protein content approved by the Director of Agriculture ; 





2. Goods not exempt from duty, which in any particular case, may be exempted by order of the 


Governor in Council, provided that the lst of all exemptions be laid before the Leyislative 
Council each year at its annual session. 


8. Baggage and furniture :— 


the bona fide baggage of a passenger, the property of aud accompanied by the passenger 


bona fide baggage consists of necessary and appropriate wearing apparel and such articles 
as in the opinionof the Comptroller may be passed as personal effects; binoculars and 
photographic cameras that have been used by the passenger; articles of househuld use, such as 
furniture (not including musical instruments), carpets, pictures, glass, linen, cutlery, crockery, silver 
and plated ware, which are proved to the satisfaction of the Comptroller to have been in 
household use by the passenger, and are not forsale; instruments and tools for the professional 
use of passengers; articles which in any particular instance are admitted as baguave by the Gover- 
por in Council. Bona fide baggage landed at any Customs port within six months of the arrival of 
a passenger, or any further period the Governor allows, may be included in this exemption. 


4, Cattle (bulls, cows and calves), horses, donkeys, sheep, goats and swine, approved by the Director of 


Agriculture for breeding purposes. 


5. Chemicals, drugs, medicines, medical appliances and other materials of the following description to the

(7) materials for use in the manufacture of candles, soap, and edible oils, viz. : tallow stearine, 
caustic soda, silicate of soda, rosin, soda jash, paper boxes, fuller’s earth, alum and dyes; 

(8) surgical instruments and appliances, when imported by medical practitioners, dentists, or 
veterinary surgeons for their professional use ; 

(8a) optical instruments to the satisfaction of the Surgeon General for use exclusively in c nnection 
with the testing and tre: tment of the eye by registered opticians, 

(9) Sulphur, tin crystals, muriatic acid, alum, phosphoric acid, stannine and bloomer, when im- 
ported by or on behalf of a manufacturer of white and yellow sugars and which the Comptroller 
is satisfied are to be used solely in the manufacture of such sugars ; 

(10) Materials for use in the curing and packing of meat, viz.:—Salpetre, Ammonia, Prague Salts 
Sodium Nitrate and Calcium Chloride ; 

(11) Chemicals and other substances of British origin or manufacture for use in the tanning of hides. 

(12) medicines and cattle dips approved by the Director of Agriculture for use exclusively in the 
prevention and treatment of diseases of cattle ; 

6. Instruments and apparatus (scientific) and educationa! supplies :— 

(1) all apparatus, utensils, instruments, materials and preparations including absolute alcohol for 
preserving purposes, which are imported by or on behalf of any college, academy, school, or 
seminary of learning, approved of by the Director of Education, and which the Director of 
Education is satisfied are to be used exclusively for educational purposes or fur the purpose of 
prosecuting scientific investigation and are not for sale or exchange ; 

(2) optical, chemical, and other scientific instruments and apparatus of British manufacture, which 
in the opinion of the Director of Agriculture, the Surgeon General, the Government Analyst or 
the Commissioner of Lands and Mines are imported exclusively for the purpose of scientific 
medical or technical research or for topographical, geological or other technical surveys, and 
are not for sale or exchange, 

(3) typewriting machines specially designed for the purpose of recording data obtained by the use 
of instruments employed in topographical, geological or other technical surveys ; 

(4) all efficient and recognized special apparatus and instruments and their accessories which 
are used to increase the sense of hearing ; 

(5) telegraphic instruments and other materials imported by telegraph companies, and necessary for 
the construction and use of their works, offices and stations in the Colony; 

(6) telephones and materials necessary for the construction of telephones. 

(7) fire extinguishers, parts thereof, and charges therefor. 

RUM AND OTHER SPIRIT DUTIES. 


Levied under section 2 of Orainance No. 24 of 1931, and sections 4and 5 of Ordinance No, 29 of 1931. 
4. There shall be raised, levied and collected a duty upon fevery gallon,of rum, the produce or manug 
facture of this Colony taken or sold for consumption in this Colony, at the rate following, that is to say :— 
For every gallon of rum of the strength of proof the sum of four dollars and fifty cents, and so on 
in proportion for any greater or less strength than the strength of proof, and for any greater or less 
quantity than a gallon: 

Provided that any rum may be taken out of bond for the purpose of being used exclusively in any 
laboratory or in the preservation of specimens of natural history for any Public Museum in the Colony 
and subject to such regulations as hive been cr may from time to time be made in that behalf by the 
Comptroller of Customs with the approval of the Governor, shall be exempt from duty.

(a). Upon all compounds manufactured by a Compounder under the provisions of the Bitters and 
Cordials Ordinancs, other than medicinal preparations made from or containing spirits and 
removed from his licensed premises for consumption in the Colony, a du y at the rate of four 
dollars and fifty cents for every gallon of the strength of proof and so on in proportion for any 
greater alcoholic strength: Provided that upon liquor made from fruit and sugar or from fruit 
mixed with any other material which has undergone a process of fer mentation in the manufac- 
ture thereof and contains more thun four per centum and less than twenty-six per centum of 
proof spirit no duty shall be payable. 

(b). Upon all compounds passed by the Chief Commissary as medicinal preparations made 
from or containing spirits, so manufactured and removed, a duty equal to the duty for the time 
being imposed under the British Preferential Tariff upon like articles imported into the Colony 
or taken out of bond for consumption in the Colony. 

(2) The duty shall be paid into the Treasury before the permit for removal of the com- 
pound is issued. 
(3) The compounds shall not be liable to the duty hereinafter imposed upon Rum or other spirits 
6. There shall be raised, levied and collected a duty at the rate of four dollars and fifty cents upon 
every gallon of every other spirit (except denatured alcohol, motor fuel and methylated spirits as defined in 
the Spirits Ordinance), of the strength of proof, and so on in proportion for any greater alcoholic strength 
manufactured in the Colony and taken or sold for consumption in the Colony : Provided that upon all Bay 
Rum, Lime Rum or other toilet preparations deemed by the Comptroller of Customs to be of similar 
nature and for similar use, not over proof manufactured in the Colony and not potable the duty shall 
be three dollars the liquid gallon.

2. Every person manufacturing matches in the Colony on which excise tax has been paid by virtue 
of this or any other Ordinance and exportiug the same, shall be entitled to a drawback of excise tax on 
such matches, at and after the rate and amount fixed and paid on such matches and the manner of claim- 
ing such drawbacks shall be subject to the provisions of the Customs Ordinance, 1884, and any other 
"Ordinance that may be hereatter passed for the regulation of drawbacks, and it shall be lawful for the 
Comptroller of Customs to permit matches so manufactured, and on which excise tax has been paid, to be 
exported under drawback, subject to such regulations in that behalf as may be from time to time made by 
the Comptroller of Customs with the approval of the Governor in Council.

EXPORT DUTY (SECTION 20) CUSTOMS DUTIES ORDINANCE (CHAPTER 34). 

In addition to any other tax or duty imposed by this or any other Ordinance there shall be charged 
levied, and paid for the public use of the Colony— 

(a) a duty of fifty cents on every carat by weight of precious stones exported from the Colony : 
provided that the duty on precious stones which in the opinion of the Commissioner of Lands and 
Mines are unsuitable for use as gems and can only be used for industrial purposes shall be fifteen 
cents the carat. 

(5) a duty equivalent to one and one-half per centum of the value of all goods exported from the 
Colony, except agricultural products and their by-products and forest products. 

The duty shall be paid tothe Comptroller at the time of the passing of the export documents in 
connection with the goods. 

Goods entered for re-exportation or exported on drawback shall pay no duty on the re-exportation. 

Provided that the duty shall not be payable in respect of,— 

(a) bona fide samples of the Colony’s produce or manufacture ; 

(b) goods ordinarily liable to export du‘y not exceeding two dollars, and intended for exhibition 
purposes only ; 

(c) articles of household furniture bona fide in use, and not intended for sale o: exchinge; 

all when sv proved to the satisfaction of the Comptroller. 

Any person exporting goods in contravention of this section shall be liable on summary con- 
viction to a penalty not exceeding five hundred dollars, and any goods in respect whereof the penalty is 
imposed shall be forfeited. 

“‘ Value” in this section means the market value of the goods on board the exporting ship. 

“ Forest products” includes timber and lumber, wood-pulp, firewood, ch.r-oal, bark and extracts of 
bark, and the following when derived from wild-growing trees or plants: fruit, oils, balata, rabber and other 
latex, gums, resins, spices, tanstuffs, dyestuffs, drugs, leaves, fibres, flosses, thatching material and orchids. 

‘Timber and lumber ” includes trees when they have fallen or have been felled, and all wood whether 
cut up or fashioned or hollowed out for any purpose or not.

1, Merchants or others requiring the attendance of officers before or after legal hours or on Sun- 
days or Public Holidays are to make application in writing to the Comptroller or Sub-Comptroller de- 
tailing the nature of the service required, and stating the time it is desired the attendance should com- 
mence and approximately terminate. All overtime requests are to contain an undertaking to pay any 
expenses incurred, 

2. Officers called out from home for short broken periods during the night may make a reasonable 
addition not exceeding two hours to the time of actual attendance so a3 to cover the time occupied in 
proceeding from and returning to their residences, subject to the following definitions :— 

The expression “ short broken periods ” means any period not exceeding five hours and not immedi- 
ately preceded or succeeded by attendance on regular or other duty. 

The expression ‘‘ during the night” means between the hours of 8 p.m. and 6 a.m. 

The expression “ reasonable addition ” means not less than one hour or more tban two hours. 

Two hours may be added to an attendaace for actual work that does not exceed three hours, and 
one hour to an attendance of more than three and not exceeding five hours, 

3, With regard to any service rendered at Merchants’ request on Sundays or Public Holidays by 
officers attached to the various branches of the department attendance given by such officers on Sundays 
and Public Holidays from 9 am. to4p.m, in the indoor department from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m, iu the 
landing and shipping branch, and from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m, in the warehouse branch is to count as a day’s 
work and is to be remunerated according to the scale laid down above. 

4, When an officer is not required to give attendance for the convenience of the public on a Sunday 
or Public Holiday during the whole of the day, as defined in the preceding paragraph, fractions of a day 
for purposes of remuneration are to be reckoned as follows :— 

When the attendance given does not exceed quarter day, to be charged as a quarter day. 

When the attendance exceeds quarter day but does not exceed half day to be charged as half day, 

When the attendance given exceeds half day, but does not exceed three-quarter day, to be charged 
as three-quarter day. 

When the attendance given exceeds three-quarter day, to be taken as one day. 

The minimum charge for attendance given on a Sunday or Public Holiday is to be a quarter day 
and any attendance given outside the hours specified in the preceding paragraph is to be paid for in 
addition at the usual overtime rates per hour. 

5, When attendance is given at the merchant’s request for a ship to load or discharge cargo on a 
Sunday or Public Holiday at hours other than between 7 a.m. and 4 p.m. and the ship does not work 
cargo at the hour fixed, or works for only two or three hours before 7 a.m. or after 4 p.m. compensation 
representing two additional hours overtime is to be paid to the officer by the agent of the ship or other 
person engaging the services of the officer. 

6. Officers who attend on request and act ina capacity superior to their own, for the convenience 
and at the expense of merchants are entitled to payment at rates according to the higher scale. 

7. When the charges for overtime attendance is by the hour, proportionate charges are to be made 
for each quarter hour or forany fractional part thereof, not being less than ten minutes. When the 
services of an officer are given simultaneously on behalf of two or more persons, the overtime charges are 
to be divided between and among such persons in equal preportions. 

8. In all instances not otherwise specified on which an officer is directed to attend on the request 
of a merchant for service outside official hours or ona Sunday or Public Holiday, and his services are not 
required overtime at the ordinary rates is to be paid by the merchant for any such unnecessary attend.

CHARGES FOR WHARFAGE AT ANY COLONIAL BONDED WAREHOUSE. 

Upon written application being made to the Comptroller or to the Sub-Comptroller for per- 
mission for a ship to go alongside any Colonial Bonded Warehouse premises, there to load or discharge 
eargo from such warehouse, such Officer may grant permission as applied for, provided that the person 
applying shall pay, for Wharfage, to the Colonial Treasurer, for the use of the Colony, the sum of five 
cents upon each ton of such ship's registered burthen, for each twelve hours, or any less period of time 
during which such ship shall be alongside of such Warehouse premises and provided further that such ship 


shall not remain alongside of such premises after such Colonial Bonded Warehouse shall have been closed 
for the day.

INCOME TAX. 
(The Income Taz Ordinance, Cap. 38; the Income Tax Ordinance, 1932; the Income Taz Ordinane 
(No. 2), 1932, the Income Tax Ordinance, 1935). 
ScoPE OF THE Tax. 

Income Tax is payable for each year of assessment ending 31st December upon th2 income of 
anyone accruiug in, derived from, or received in the colony for the year immediately preceding the 
year of assesenment in respect of 

(a) gains or profits from any trade, business, profession or vocation, fer whatever period of 
time the trade, business, profession or vocation, may have been carried on or exercised : 

(6) gains or profits from any employment, including the estimated annual value of any quarters 
or board or residence or of any other allowance granted in respect of employment, whether in 
money or otherwise ; 

(c) dividends, interest or discounts ; 

(d) any pension, charge or annuity ; 

(e) rents, royalties, premiums, and any other profits arising from property. 

Where accounts of a trade or business are usually made up on a date otherthan 3let Decem- 
ber, the assessment may he made on the basis of the accounts for the business year ending in the 
calendar year preceding the year of assessment. 

| INCOME EXEMPTED From Tax. 

Among the exemptions are :— 

(i) The official emoluments of the Officer Administering the Government ; 

(ii) Income of local authorities not derived (with certain exemptions) from trade or business, 

(iii) Income of building or friendly societies ; 

(iv) The official emoluments of members of the permanent consular services of foreign countries. 

(vy) The official emoluments of persons in the Permanent ¢gervice of the Imperial Government 
in British Guiana (including H.M. Forces) ; 

(vi) Wound and disability pensions and war gratuities to members of H.M. Forces; 

(vii) The income of the Government Savings Bank, and the Post Office Savings Bank ; 

(viii) The income of any fund under statute requiring any public officers to contribute thereto. 

(ix) The ‘income of any institution established to encourage thrift and declared exempt by the 


Government ; 
(x) Interest received by non-residents in respect of bonds issued under Ordinances 9 of 1922 


and 11 of 1929. 
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INCOME TAX.—(Continuea). 


ASCERTAINMENT OF CHARGEABLE INCOME. DEDUCTIONS ALLOWED. 


“Chargeable Income’ is the income of anyone from the sources specified in the Ordinance 
remaining after allowing the appropriate deductions and exemptions under the Ordinance. The 
deductions allowed (except in the case of insurance companies and shipowners dealt with separately) 
are as follows :— 

1. All outgoings and expenses wholly and exclusively incurred during the year immediately 
preceding the year of assessment in the production of the income, including 

(a) interest on borrowed capital employed in acquiring the income ; 

(b) rent payable by any tenant of land or buildings occupied by him for the purpose of acquir- 

ing the income; 

(c) expenditure on replacement of obsolete plant or machinery equivalent to its written-down 

value less any sum realised by its sale: 

(d) expenditure on repairs of premises and plant, and for renewal, repair or alteration of any 

articles employed in acquiring the income ; 

(e) bad and (to the extent that they are estimated to be bad) doubtful debts, recoveries being 

treated as income when received ; 

(f) Annuities or other annual payments, wherever payable, if not of a voluntary nature ; 

(g) rates and taxes (excluding income tax) on immovable property ; 

(i) premiums paid on any fire insurance policy on property used in acquiring the income upon 

which the tax is payable. 

II. A reasonable amount for the exhaustion, wearaud tear of property, including plant and 
machinery, arising out of the use or employment of the property. 

III. Trade losses incurred during the previous five years and not wholly set-off against income 
from other sources In the year in which they were incurred, provided that tbe tax payable inany year 
of assessment is not by such deduction reduced to less than one-half of what it would have been had 
the set-off not been allowed. and tiat the amount of loss allowed to be set-off in any year of assesse 
ment shall not be allowed to be set-off in any other year of assessment.

(a) domestic or private expenses ; 

(b) any disbursement or expenses not being money wholly and exclusively laid out or expended: 
for the purpose of acquiring the income ; 

(c) any capital withdrawn or any sum employed or intended to be employed as capital : 

(a) any capital employed in improvements ; 

(e) any sum recoverable under an insurance or contract of indemnity ; 

(‘) rent of or cost of repairs to any premises or parts of premises not paid or incurred for the 
purpose of producing the income ;

(g) any amounts paid or payable iu respect of United Kingdom income tax, or super-tax, or 
Kmpire income tax, as defined in sections forty-eight and forty-nine of the Income Tax Ordin- 
ance, Cap. 38. 

INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

In the case of a life insurance company tax is payable on the investment income less the 
“Management expenses (including commission), but if the company has its head office outside the 
-colony on a proportion of the investment income calculated according to tbe ratio of premiums 
received in the colony to total premiums, less the agency expenses in the colony and a fair propor- 
tion of the head office expenses. 

In the case of a mutual Insurance Company (other than a Life Insurance Company) incorporated 
in the colony, tax is payable on the premiums and interest and other income (less premiums 
returned and/or paid on re-insurance less losses (minus amounts recovered under re-insurance), 
management expenses, and interest or obligatory or statutory annual payments, subject to an 
adjustment for unexpired risks. 

In the case of an Insurance Company (other than a Life Insurance Company) where the gains or 
profits accrue in part outside the colony, tax is payable on the premiums and interest and other 
income received or receivable in the colony (less premiums returned and/or paid on re-insurance) less 
losses ‘minus amounts recovered under re-insurance), agency expenses in the colony and a fair 
proportion of the head office expenses, subject to an adjustment for unexpired risks. 

SHip-OWNERS. 

In the case of a British shipowner, on the production of a certificate from the income tax 
authority of the place where his principal business is situate, tax is payable on a proportion of fares 
or freights for passengers, goods or mails, shipped in the colony calculated according to the ratio of 
total profits (as computed by the aforesaid income tax authority) to gross earnings. 

NON-RESIDENT TRADERS. 

A person not resident in the colony, whether a British subject or not, is assessable and charge- 
able in respect of any income arising whether directly or indirectiy through or from any attorney- 
ship, factorship, agency, receivership, branch or management. Tax is assessable in the name of the 
attorney, factor, agent, etc.. whether the latter has the receipt of the income or not. Where the true 
amount of the gains or profits cannot be readily ascertained assessment may be made on a fair and 
‘reasonable percentage of the turnover of the business done by the non-resident person through or with 
the resident person in whose name he is chargeable. 

MARRIED WOMEN. 

The income of a marrie.! woman living with her husband is deemed to be his income and is 

charged in his name, bui the wife’s proportionate part of the tax may, if necessary, be collected 


from her. 
COMPANIES. 


Companies registered in British Guiana are entitled to deduct tax from dividends, and the tax 
so deductible is set-off against the tax charged on the income (including such dividends) of the 


shareholder. 
PARTNERSHIPS. 


A return of the partnership income is required, but each partner’s share of the’ total income of 
-the partnership is assessable in his hands,

INTEREST PAID TO NON-RESIDENTS. 

Tax at the rate of 8% is deductible from mortgage or cebenture interest paid to a non-resident 
person by anyone who is entitled to deduct that interest from his gross income. Tax so deducted 
must be accounted for to the Commissioner of Income Tax. 

DOUBLE INCOME Tax RELIEF. 

Any person who has paid or is liable to pay British (;uiana income tax and has paid or is liable 
to pay United Kingdom income tax for the same year in respect of the same part of his income is 
entitled to relief from British Guiana income tax at a rate equal to the excess of the appropriate 
rate of British Guiana tax over half the appropriate rate of United Kingdom tax, or, if the Britieh 
Guiana rate exceeds the United Kingdom rate, at half the United Kingdom rate. A _ certificate 
issued on behalf of the Commissioners of Inland Revenue in the United Kingdom is receivable in 
evidence to show what is the appropriate rate of United Kingdom tax in any particular case. 

A person Jiable to British Guiana income tax and to Empire income tax (i.e. any income tax 
charged under any law in force in any part of His Majesty’s dominions or in any place under His 
Majesty's protection other than the United Kingdom or British Guiana) for the same year in respect 
of the same part of his income is entitled to relief from British Guiana tax :— 

(i) if reaident in British Guiana, at the Empire rate or ut half the British Guiana rate, which- 
ever is the less; or 

(ii) if not resident in British Guiana, at half the Empire rate or the excess of the British 
Guiana rate over half the Emnire rate, whichever is the less. 

The appropriate rate of British Guiana tax is determined by dividing the tax payable for the 
year (before deduction of the double income tax relief) by the amount of the income in respect of 
which the British Guiana tax has been charged except that where British Guiana tax has been 
charged on an amount other than the ascertained amount of the actual profits the rate of tax is 
determined by the British Guiana Commissioner. The Empire rate of tax is computed in a similar 


manner. 
DuE DATE. 
The time for payment is in general within 80 days after the service of a notice of assessment. 
If tax is not paid within the prescribed period an additional 5 per cent. of its amount is payable.

® In 1928, by an Act of Parliament, it was enacted that it should be lawful for His Majesty in Counci : 
stitute, in substitution for the then existing Legislature, a Legislature for the Colony of Bath Gabeee ih ssl torn me with 
such powers as His Majesty in Council might determine, and from time to time to alter and amend the Constitution of the 
Legislature and any powers thereof; and that any such Order in Council mizht provide that, notwithstauding the ers 
conferred on the lature thereby, there should be reserved to or conferred on His Majesty full power by Ondor in Couneil 
from time to time to make laws for the peace, order and good guvernment of the Colony of British Guiana. 

Pursuant to this Act, an Order of the King in Council providing for the Guvecument of the Colony, and for the 
sonstitution of a Legislative Council, was brought into operation on 18th July, 1928. The Court of Policy and Combined 
Court were thereby abolished and their powers were given to the new islative Council. The new Council consists of the 
Governor as President, of ten Official Members and of nineteen Unofficial Members. The Colonial Secretary and Attorney- 
General are ex-officio members, and of the nineteen unofficial members, fourteen are elected and five nominated by the

(Grazing leases for similar periods at rental of 8 shillings and 4 pence per square mile per 
annum; cost of survey and preparing title extra. Grazing permissions are renewable annually at a cost of £3 23. 6d 
per annum. 


Timber leases are granted for tracts exceeding 5,000 acres for such term, at such rental and subject to such special terms 
and conditions as may be agreed upon, as to rental, &c., royalty to be paid on all forest products removed. ‘liunber 
licer-es are usually for a period of 1 year and are subject, ordinarily, toa rental of 24d. per acre per annum up to 2,00 
acres, and 4d. per acre in excess of 2,00U; royalty paid on products removed, and a minimum royalty charge of 10 cents for 
every acre of land comprised in each licence is payable.

9.—WATER POWER. 


The natural wate: power resources of the Colony are generally beiieved to be considerable. Kaieteur fall on the Potaro 
river, the largest of the sources of potential energy, has a perpendicular drop of 741 feet with a width in the rainy season 
of 400 feet and is situated within feasible distance of present centres of activity. On the numerous rivers there are a 
number of water-falls which thouzh not of very great height are of considerable volume. No systematic investigation of 
the water-power resources of the Colony has so far been attempted, but a preliminary examination has bean made 
of the possibilities of some of the mos: accessible power sites, and it has been decided to examine in greater detail the 
localities indicated by this inspection to be the most promising. Meanwhile gauging stations have been installed at the 
following places :—Wismar and Mallali on the Pemerara river: Rockstone on the Essequebo river, and Tumatumari 
on the Potaro river; and at Camaria on the Cuyuni river.

7.—SUMMARY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 


Trade during the year was unsatisfactory owing to the economic depression throughout ths world and the slump in tha 
market price of most of the commodities exported, but there were appreciable, and in some cises, remarkable increases 
in the export figures of gold, bauxite, rum and coconuts. 

The sugar crop for the Colony for 1936 was 195,914 tons as compared with 
63,385 English acres, the average yield of sugar being 3°09 tons per acre. 
ae coon show that in 1936, 61,421 En,lish acres were reaped. 
in 1935. 

The acreage under rice cultivation du: ing 1936 was 51,041 English acres, but the total acreage reaped throughout the 
Colony, including both Spring and Autumn crops, was 62,856 acres. Tne total yield of padi was 60,580 tons, equivalent 
to 36,348 tous of cleaned rice. 20.559 tons of rice were exported as compared with 10,565 tons in 1935. 

The output of diamonds was 35,594 stones weighing 40,017 carats, a decrease of (6,940 carats on the previous year's working. 

The gould production showed an increase of 1,902 02zs., the output boing 35,113 ozs. as compared with 33,211 ozs. in 1935.

The Meteorological Station is situated in the Botanic Gardens at a distance of 1.45 miles 
south of the coastline. The hours of observation are 7 a.m., l p.m. and 6 p.m., local official 
time which is 3.45 hours behind Greenwich time. The height of the Barometer is 6 feet 6 
inches above the mean sea-level. 

During the year 1936, the air temperature in the shade as recorded by the dry bulb 
thermometer tor the months of March to November was higher than the mean shade tempera- 
ture for the past 90 years (1846-1935). The highest temperature recorded was 92.5°F. on 
October 13, while the lowest was 71.0°F. on the nights of January 19, February 8, 11 and 28. 
The mean shade temperature for the year was 80.7°F. which is higher than the average from 
1846-1935. 

The total rainfall was 104.09 inches as compared with 86.35 inches in the year 1935, and 
with 88.29 inches, the average precipitation for the past 56 years (1880-1925). The total rain 
fall from January to April inclusive was 31.44 inches or 6.18 inches above the average. For 
the months of July to December, inclusive, the total rainfall was 45.72 inches or 5.32 inches above 
the average. The mid-year rains began unusually early in March but ended in August. A 
period of dry weather ensuing until the end of November. The highest monthly fall, however, 
23.27 inches, was in December ; the lowest, 1.47 inches was in August. Rain fell on 201 days 
of the year as compared with 192 days in 1935. 

The evaporation from a free water surface, a six-feet square tank at the ground level was 
57.28 inches as compared with a normal evaporation of 57.90 inches. The evaporation for 1936 
was 54.95 per cent. of the total rainfall. 

The total amount cf bright sunshine for the year was 2,457.5 hours as compared with 
2,482.0 hours in 1935 and with 2,555.6 hours in 1984, and was 17.1 hours below the average 
from 1846-1935. The mean radiation temperature (blackened bulb in vacuo) was 3.0°F. hicher 
than normal] and 0.8°F. Jow than that of the previous year. The maximum monthly record 
during the year was 149.8°F. for September, while the highest daily record, 150.0°F. occurred 
on February 26. The mean minimum temperature on grass was 1.8°F. higher than the average. 

The mean velocity of the wind was 6.75 miles per hour. The maximum velocity of the 
wind as recorded by the anemograph was 29.08 miles per hour at 11.55 a.m. on April 18. 


MAZARONI. 


The sub-station at the Forest Station, Mazaruni River, is in longitude 58° 38’ 45” W. and 
latitude 6° 23’ 25” N. at a distance of 42 miles south of the coast line. The hours of observation 
are the same as at the main station in Georgetown. The height of the barometer is 55 feet 
above the mean sea-level. 

During 1936, the mean shade temperature was 77.6°F. The maximum temperature recorded 
was 93.5°F. on October 13, 15 and 26. The minimum temperature recorded was below 60° F. 
but unfortunately during February and March when the lowest temperatures were registered, the 
minimum thermometer was not recording accurately and it is doubtful whether such low 
temperatures did in fact occur. The total rainfall was 96.08 inches or 0.57 inch higher than 
that of the previous year, and 8.06 inches lower than that of Georgetown. Rain fell on 250 
days, ae compared with 201 in Georgetown. The total amount of bright sunshine recorded 
during the year was 1,829.3 hours as compared with 2,457.5 hours at Georgetown.

This 
has theroby been reduced to £71,745 and the debt now outstanding can he discharged either by annuity or by a lump 
sum payment, This Colony’s share of the capital liability is £8,185, which can be discharged by an annuity of 
£575 for 25 years. The result of the sale will, therefore, be the exchange of the indefinite annual liability fora 
fixed annual pay ment for a limited period, substantially smaller in amount than that which this Government has 
paid in the past. The Communications Ccmpany will be under the control of the several Governments concerned 
through an Advisory Committee to the extent that the Company will be required to consult the Advisory Committee 
on questions of policy, including any alteration in rates, and without whose assent no increase of rates prevailing at 
the date of the formation of the Company is to be made. (M.P. 1846/29).
